TOPEKA, Kan. (.APi — Gov. 
John Anderson today denied ex­ 
ecutive clemency for l^wel! Lee 
Andrews, who is scheduled to l>e 
executed Thursday for murdering 
his p arents and sister. 


Anderson said the only p ossible 
avenue left for Andrews to escap t* 
the gallows was an ap p eal to the 
U. S. Sup reme Court.

Its infectivity is NOT limited 
to infants who enjoy, a? a matter 
ol lad, an almost complete natpr- 
a! immunity for about the first 
year of life 


It rarely causes paralysis. At 
Iea.st 
per cent of 
infection? 
consist entirely of what are call­ 
ed "inapparent indections," That 
is to say, they pass as summer 
colds, “ summer diarrheas,” pto­ 
maine poisoning? or mild grippe 
attacks 


The infection ls NOT airborne, 
hence it cannot he prevented hy 
shutting 
schools, 
playgrounds, 
theaters and public meeting pla­ 
ces in times of epidemic 
It IS stool-borne, excreted with 
bowel movements of those suffer­ 
ing inapparent infection.? as well 
as paralyzed patients and 
con­ 
valescents. 
Since sufferers from inapparent 
infection outnumber the paralyzed 
by perhaps 2 0 to 1, they consti­ 
tute the principal reservoir of in­ 
fection, .And the menace, created 
by them, can best be eliminated 
hy the simple device of scrubbing 
hands after a visit to the toilet 
and again before handling food 
On those infrequent occasion.? 
when paralysis 
does 
occur, 
it 
rarely 
involves 
the 
breathing 
mechani.sm despite publicity giv­ 
en the "iron lung” Probably no 
more than one in a thousand of 
the afflicted requires the help of 
artificial mean.« for respiration. 
Of the paralyzed, the prepond­ 
erant majority make a sufficient­ 
ly complete recovery .?o that they 
suffer little lunctional 
disability 
during the 
remainder 
of their 
lives. Rehabilitation therapy goes 
a long way toward reducing these 
handicaps to an absolute mini­ 
mum. But the great miracles are 
accomplished by the healing pro­ 
cesses of nature.

missionaries, 
engineering 
missionaries, editorial missionar­ 
ies. architectural missionares, as 
well as preachers, teachers, doc­ 
tors. nur.ses and social workers.” 
Also, they no longer go as pa­ 
ternalistic superiors to backward 
cultures, but as coworkers and 
helpers to native-run churches.
